Trembling Cities 

The heavy traffic near St. Paul's

All large cities, however, are in a 
constate state of vibration. In places, 
like London, Manchester, and Birm-} 
ingham there is not a square inch of 
soil that ‘s perfectly still. In some} 
large towns it has been found necess:| 
ary to insist on iron drainage pipes 
being used instead ef earthenware 
ones. Though embedded in concrete, 
the average eartherware drainage} 
pipe Jasts only a few weeks uncrack-| 
ed, ‘ 

Some months ago Professor Ingle- 
ton experimented in different parts of 
London with a seismometer—the in-; 
strument use” for measuring eaith 
quakes. He found that though the 
trembling of thg earth was naturally 
less in the suburbs than in the City, 
and between 1 a.m. and 6 a.m. than 
at other parts of the day, the constant 
vibration was such 2s to make a sels- 
mometer in Londen usele for its 
real purpose of registering far-distant/ 
earthquake shocks.

By Instructions of the Hon. Minister 
of Agviculturo a distribution of super- 
for sorts of grain and potatoes will be 
made during the coming wh cer and 
spring to Canadian farmers. The sam- 
ples for general distribution will con- 
sist. of spring wheat (5 lbs), white 
oats (4 lbs.), barley (5 Ibs.), and field 
peas (5 lbs.) These will bo sent out 
from Ottawa. A distribution of pota- 
tces (in 3 1b. samples) will be car 
ried on from several of the experiment- 
al farms, the Central Farm at Ottawa 
supplying only the provinces of Ontar- 
and Quebec. All samples will be sent 
free, by mail. 

Applicants must give particulars, in 
regard to the soll on their farms, and 
some account of their experience with 
such kinds of grain (or potatces) as 
|} they have grown, so that a promising 
sort for their cendtions may be. se- 
lected. ‘ 

Lach application must be separate 
Only one sample of grain and one of 
potatoes can be seut, to. each farm.

GOING BACK. FOR GOLD. 


| Col. MacGregor Will Look Up Long 
| Neglected Field. 

| About thirty-five years ago a pariy 
of prospectors, while exploring the 
| north-western Slope of the Rocky 
' Mountains in British Columbia, camo 
upon promising indications in a se- 
cluded valley, hidden in the depths 
of what was then the great wilder- 
| ness beyond the divide. They bad 
| panned out gold along the Cariboo, 
and from there had pushed on in the 


hope of finding new fields. They 
were interested for a time in a 
gravel bank on a tribulary of the 


Omineca River, where one hundred 
| dollars a day were secured for every 
man working on the bank. 

Pushing-on, the party came to the 
valley in which they found most 
promising indications; but the sea- 
son was far advanced, the supplies 
were running short, and the party 
was obliged to leave the valley be- 
fore thoroughly testing its worth. 
telurning to camp, the men separat- 
ed; and of that party, only one mem- 
ber is alive to-day—-Colonel Donald 
MacGregor, of Williamstown, Glen- 
garry, Ont, He knows the location 
of the valley where gold was found, 
but which was left unexplored, and 
he has now under consideration an 
expedition to the distant place 
among the still unexplored wilds of 
the western slépe of the Rockies. 

Col. MacGregor was in British 
Columbia in the early days when 
gold mining outranked all other oc- 
cupations, and later, when the wealth 
of the forests began to be turned to 
account. Much later, and when the 
Klondike was the latest kl Dorado, 
he spent ten years in the Yukon, 
, principally at Dawson City, where he 
was chairman of the celebrated Citi- 
zens’ Committee that brought about 
reform in the government of the 
famous mining camp. Ne now 
thinks of making one more trip to 
the West, revisiting the valley found 
many years ago, and robbing it of 
the secret of its hidden wealth,

cessfully got him ysornered, was re- 
clected chief magistrate of a city, In 
the eight years that William Short 
was a private citizen Edmonton 
changed from a clatterihg furpost 
town to an energizing young city of 
modern ideas and progressive busi- 
ness, But it didn't succeed in out- 
growing W. B. Short, He was born 
in Elora, studied law in Ontario, and 
in 1894 was admitted to the Alberta 
Bar—-which was then-about as ser- 
ious as the bottom bar in a fence-gap. 


Mere legality never made W. B. 
Short the character he is to-day. It 
was the country and the town.
